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TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
WHITBY  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

A  storm  in  July  burst  two  sewers.  Could  this  have 
been  foreseen  ?  Regrettably  the  answer  is  yes  !  Previous 
reports  in  this  series  have  drawn  the  Council’s  attention  to 
the  inadequacy  of  the  sewers,  and  a  detailed  report  made  in 
1952  showed  defects  in  the  sewer  which,  in  1960,  broke  and 
discharged  the  sewerage  from  the  whole  of  The  Ropery, 
Helredale  and  Larpool  estates  outside  the  windows  of  what 
visitors  must  have  thought  was  rather  oddly  called  “  the 
Health  Office  ”  in  view  of  the  smell  which  pervaded  the 
building. 

Uninformed  critics  may  think  that  the  Council  has 
been  extremely  neglectful  of  its  duties  ;  but  let  them 
consider  the  progress  of  the  last  ten  or  eleven  years  ;  let 
them  cast  their  minds  back — 

to  the  hundreds  of  unemployed  with  no  obvious  hope 
of  work  : 

to  the  rotting  Quay  used  for  the  landing  of  fish  : 

to  the  decaying  piers  : 

to  the  dismal  dwellings  as  dark  as  dungeons  and  as 
damp  as  a  stalactite  cave,  now  gone  for  ever  : 

Let  them  think  of  : — 

The  men  who  have  enjoyed  regular  work,  even  if  at  a 
distance  : 

the  new  C.W.S.  Dairy,  built  on  land  bought  from  the 
Council  : 

the  pier  renovations  : 

the  new  fish  quay  : 

the  well-designed,  well-equipped  council  houses  : 

the  renaissance  of  the  harbour  trade  ;  here  the  Council 
decided,  what  is  certainly  the  safest  course,  to 
accept  trade  as  it  came  along  and  make  provision 
as  it  could  : 

In  addition  to  these,  there  is  the  Natural  Gas  Plant, 
the  first  to  supply  an  English  town  in  this  way. 

If  your  Public  Health  Officers  are  pressing  the  claims 
of  the  sewers  for  attention,  it  is  because  they  feel  that  this 
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is  necessary  for  the  town’s  development  and  this  review 
shows  that  it  is  developing. 

It  would  be  a  pity  to  wait  until  the  sewers  make  their 
sad  state  so  plain  that  nobody  can  ignore  it. 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  the  Council  is 
preparing  to  deal  with  the  most  urgent  of  its  sewerage 
problems.  The  Surveyor  is  engaged  in  making  a  survey 
of  the  Church  Street  sewer.  Sewerage  is  on  the  Council’s 
declared  programme  of  works  for  the  welfare  of  the  town. 

One  of  the  penalties  of  growing  old  is  that  sometimes 
interest  in  solid,  nourishing  food  is  lost  and  the  diet  becomes 
a  series  of  frequent  cups  of  tea  with  a  bite  of  something, 
usually  starchy.  The  great  benefit  of  the  Meals-on-Wheels 
service,  operated  by  the  Women’s  Voluntary  Service,  and 
referred  to  by  Mr.  Birdsall  in  the  work  of  the  Care 
Committee,  is  that  many  such  old  people  can  be  prevented 
from  starving  themselves. 

Amongst  the  best  monuments  of  public  interest  in 
this  town  are  the  public  conveniences,  and  it  is  happy  to 
record  that  the  Council  has  progressed  from  shrinking  from 
what  it  is  apparently  ashamed  of,  because  so  well  hidden, 
to  charming  buildings  designed  to  catch  the  eye.

COMMENT  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Even  ten  years  ago  our  figures  of  deaths  from 
respiratory  tuberculosis  were  better  than  the  national 
average.  The  last  death  recorded  from  this  cause  was  in 
1957,  so  that  the  position  here  is  very  satisfactory.  Our 
figures  are  also  better  than  the  national  average  for 
pneumonia,  especially  taking  the  average  over  the  last  five 
years.  Our  figures  are  worse  than  the  average,  even  having 
regard  to  the  age  and  distribution  of  the  population,  in  the 
case  of  deaths  from  coronary  disease  and  vascular  lesions 
of  the  nervous  system.  Unlike  the  rest  of  the  country  we 
seem  to  have  improved  our  figures  for  deaths  from  motor 
vehicle  accidents  in  the  last  ten  years  ;  from  an  average 
of  more  than  6  men  killed  in  four  years  to  an  average  of 
less  than  2  men  killed  in  four  years. 

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

In  addition  to  frequent  tests  for  free  chlorine,  during 
the  year  4  water  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination,  of  which  3  were  reported  as  Class  I,  and  1 
Class  II.

There  are  two  Health  Visitors  for  this  district,  and 
their  first  duty  is  the  visiting  of  homes  for  the  purpose  of 
giving  advice  as  .to  the  care  of  young  children.  It  is  their 
duty  to  visit  every  home  where  there  is  a  child  below  school 
age,  so  that  the  mother  may  be  encouraged  to  discuss  even 
the  most  trivial  worry  with  the  Health  Visitor,  who  may 
then  re-assure  her  or  get  her  to  seek  expert  advice. 

In  addition,  they  visit  and  advise  expectant  or  nursing 
mothers,  persons  suffering  from  illness,  including  tuber¬ 
culosis,  and  aged  persons. 

Home  Nursing. 

When  called  for  by  the  family  doctor,  the  District 
Nurse  will  attend  persons  who  require  nursing  in  their  own 
homes.  The  Whitby  Urban  District  is  served  on  the  West 
side  by  Nurse  E.  M.  Garbutt  (Tel.  No.  Sandsend  273)  and 
on  the  East  side  by  Nurse  M.  Smith  (Tel.  No.  Robin  Hood’s 
Bay  367).

Domestic  Help  Service. 

Helps  are  provided  when  necessary,  and  35  cases  in 
the  Urban  District  received  assistance  during  1960. 

Payment  for  the  service  of  a  domestic  help  depends  on 
income  and  necessary  expenses,  and  varies  from  a  possible 
full  rate  of  4s.  Od.  an  hour  to  a  free  service. 

Mental  Health  Services. 

The  Mental  Health  Services  are  administered  direct 
by  the  County  Council.

Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After-Care. 

An  active  Voluntary  Care  Committee  serves  the  needs 
of  the  area,  its  chief  functions  being  to  provide  extra 
nourishment,  clothing,  bedding,  medical  comforts,  nursing 
equipment,  etc.,  and  to  do  everything  possible  for  the 
welfare  of  sick  persons. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Care  Committee,  Mr.  K.  Birdsall, 
has  kindly  prepared  the  following  extract  from  his  Annual 
Report  : — 

“  During  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1961,  the  follow¬ 
ing  items  of  assistance  have  been  given  : —

Mother  and  father  helped  with  travelling  expenses 
and  overnight  stay  taking  hydrocephalic  baby  to  Alder  Hey 
Hospital,  Liverpool. 

Bedding  provided  in  one  case. 

Harvest  Festival  Produce. 

Fruit  and  vegetables  received  from  the  Vicar  of  Lythe 
were  shared  between  two  large  families  with  sick  parents.

The  Hospital  Laundry  Service  has  again  kindly  dealt 
with  laundry  referred  from  patients  under  the  care  of 
district  nurses.  This  is  invaluable,  particularly  in  cases 
where,  because  of  incontinence,  quick  changes  of  bedding 
have  been  required. 

Car  Transport. 

Whitby  Round  Table  kindly  helped  by  providing  car 
transport  for  the  wife  of  a  patient  who  had  had  a  serious 
heart  operation  at  Cottingham.”

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  for  your  consideration  an  Annual 
Report  concerning  the  work  in  my  Department  during  1960. 

The  Slaughterhouse  Report  has  been  completed  and 
forwarded  to  the  Ministry  and  slowly  the  new  slaughtering 
policy  is  taking  shape.  In  the  meantime  the  throughput  of 
the  present  premises  continues  to  increase,  and  meat 
inspection  now  takes  up  more  time  than  any  other  single 
operation  in  the  Department. 

• 

Housing,  particularly  Improvement  Grants,  has  also 
been  a  major  task.  Slum  Clearance  has  slowed  down 
considerably,  but  towards  the  end  of  the  year  it  was  felt  that 
further  progress  could  be  made,  and  1961  should  see  much 
action  taken  in  this  direction. 

It  is  good  to  report  that  during  1961  a  complete  survey 
and  a  detailed  report  on  sewers  should  be  available,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  an  early  start  can  be  made  to  carry  out  the  repairs 
and  renewals  which  have  required  attention  for  so  long. 

Councillors  and  Staff  have  again  proved  most  helpful 
in  assisting  to  carry  out  many  difficult  tasks  placed  upon  the 
Department  by  various  “  higher  ”  authorities.  To  them  I 
extend  my  most  grateful  thanks.

Following  the  practice  of  the  Department  only  one 
“  visit  ”  is  recorded  for  each  premises  inspected  irrespective 
of  other  work  which  may  be  carried  out  at  the  same  time. 

During  the  year  54  evening  meetings  were  attended, 
occupying  91  hours. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Control  over  the  supply  and  distribution  of  water  has 
remained  in  the  capable  hands  of  the  Whitby  Waterworks 
Company,  though  the  forecast  amalgamation  into  a  larger 
undertaking  is  to  take  place  during  1961. 

No  restrictions  on  water  consumption  have  been 
needed,  supplies  remaining  constant  in  both  quantity  and 
quality. 

Regular  bacteriological  examination  is  carried  out  on 
samples  taken  by  the  Department. 

No  major  schemes  of  main  extension  have  taken  place. 
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SEWERS  AND  DRAINS. 

Some  progress  has  been  made  towards  altering  the 
unsatisfactory  condition  of  the  Sewers  and  it  is  hoped  that 
some  positive  action  will  be  taken  when  the  Engineer’s 
Report  becomes  available. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

Sewage  pollution  of  the  Esk  is  negligible  in  non-tidal 
waters  and  there  are  no  other  serious  forms  of  pollution. 

The  new  legislation  controlling  pollution  has  not  yet 
become  an  effective  measure. 

It  is  expected  that  the  new  works  of  sewerage  which 
will  arise  from  the  Engineer’s  Report  on  Sewers  will  remedy 
the  gross  pollution  in  the  tidal  reaches  of  the  Esk. 

A  new  form  of  pollution  has  caused  some  concern,  that 
is  waste  juices  from  silage  making  finding  its  way  into 
drains,  ditches  and  streams.  This  pollution  originates  in  the 
surrounding  Rural  District  and  action  to  prevent  it  has  been 
taken. 

SHOPS. 

It  has  not  been  found  necessary  to  take  any  action 
under  the  provision  of  the  Shops  Act  during  the  year. 

CAMPING  SITES. 

Four  licenced  sites  accommodate  83  caravans  and  there 
are  several  individual  caravans  scattered  throughout  the 
area,  these  latter  mainly  appear  during  the  holiday  season. 

The  new  legislation  controlling  these  sites  and 
caravans  in  general  became  operative  during  the  year  and 
after  several  meetings  with  colleagues  and  Town  Planning 
officials  of  the  County  Council,  a  uniform  policy  was  laid 
down. 

The  Council’s  approved  requirements  have  been 
presented  to  site  operators  and  all  sites  within  the  area 
should  in  the  near  future  reach  Model  Standards. 

There  is  still  a  crying  need  for  more  sites  and  again 
I  re-iterate  that  the  Council  should  enter  this  field  and 
provide  a  model  site. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

There  are  no  Offensive  Trades  registered  in  the  Area. 

SWIMMING  POOL. 

Full  details  of  the  open  air  pool  were  reported  last 
year  and  no  alteration  of  the  available  facilities  have  been 
made. 
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Frequent  examinations  for  effective  chlorination  were 
made  and  it  was  felt  unnecessary  to  have  bacteriological 
examinations. 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES. 

The  new  West  Cliff  Conveniences  were  unfortunately 
not  completed  in  sufficient  time  to  open  during  the  Holiday 
Season,  nor  was  it  possible  to  start  on  remodelling  Khyber 
Pass  Conveniences.  This  latter  work  is  to  be  carried  out 
in  1961,  as  also  is  the  wall  tiling  of  other  conveniences. 

A  convenience  in  Church  Street,  situated  between 
Bridge  Street  and  Spital  Bridge  appears  necessary,  but  to  find 
a  suitable  site  seems  impossible. 

FACTORIES. 

Factories  in  the  main  are  very  small  and  employ  very 
few  people. 

Regular  inspections  are  carried  out,  but  the  “  factory 
visit  ”  is  often  not  the  main  object  of  the  visit  and  it  is 
recorded  elsewhere. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

No  difficulties  have  been  encountered  by  industrial 
smoke  and  smoke  in  general  is  quickly  dissipated  by 
prevailing  winds. 

A  marked  difference  can  be  seen  in  the  cleanliness  of 
buildings  in  that  part  of  the  Fishburn  Park  Ward  which 
adjoins  the  railways  since  the  introduction  of  diesel  trains. 

VERMIN  INFESTATION 

Another  year  has  passed  without  the  sight  of  a  bed-bug 
and  complaints  of  other  insect  infestations  are  small,  it  being 
only  in  unusual  occurrences  where  the  help  of  the 
Department  is  needed.  Modern  insecticides,  particularly  the 
type  in  pressure  packs,  are  a  complete  answer. 

RODENT  CONTROL. 

The  part-time  operator  has  dealt  with  84  complaints, 
involving  some  223  visits.  Regular  treatment  of  Harbourside 
properties  appears  to  keep  the  rat  population  down. 

More  use  is  being  made  of  the  Harbour  by  foreign 
going  ships  and  a  constant  lookout  is  kept  for  black  rat 
invasion. 

The  reduction  in  old  houses  brings  about  a 
corresponding  reduction  in  the  mouse  population.

HOUSING. 

Very  little  has  been  achieved  in  Slum  Clearance  this 
year  and  many  people  are  living  in  surroundings  not 
conducive  to  good  health.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  a  further 
onslaught  can  be  made  next  year  in  an  endeavour  to  alleviate 
these  distressing  conditions.  The  application  list  for  Council 
Houses  does  not  appear  to  lessen,  and  not  all  of  the  applicants 
will  be  rehoused  by  Slum  Clearance,  so  “  General  Need  ” 
houses  are  yet  needed  in  some  quantities. 

37  houses  were  completed  by  the  Local  Authority  in 
1960,  and  17  by  private  enterprise,  a  slight  improvement 
on  last  year. 

Eighteen  applications  for  Improvement  Grants  were 
dealt  with  and  approved. 

Many  enquiries  are  made  in  connection  with  this 
Scheme  and  a  great  deal  of  investigation  work  carried  out, 
with  no  results  to  show. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 

Regular  weekly  collections  of  Household  Refuse  have 
been  maintained  in  spite  of  many  changes  and  shortages  in 
personnel. 

At  29  business  premises  additional  collections  took 
place  on  payment  of  £1  Is.  Od.  p.a.  each  extra  collection. 

On  two  half  days  a  special  collection  of  Salvage  Paper 
from  business  premises  is  made  free  of  charge.  The  value 
of  this  collection  is  gradually  reducing  due  to  the  large 
amounts  of  contraries  in  the  paper  causing  much  expensive 
sorting  to  take  place. 

Bulk  of  refuse,  rather  than  weight,  has  again  caused 
difficulties  at  the  Disposal  Plant  and  indeed  in  Collection 
Vehicles.  The  tendency  for  Collection  Vehicles  to  have 
greater  carrying  capacity  will  increase. 

Enquiries  are  to  proceed  in  1961  into  the  Paper  Sack 
Method  of  refuse  storage  and  collection.  A  great  deal  of 
theoretical  information  is  available  on  the  subject,  but  the 
results  of  practical  experience  are  somewhat  limited. 

A  total  of  3,083^  loads  of  refuse  was  dealt  with  at  the 
Plant  during  the  year,  2,353  brought  .in  by  our  own  vehicles 
and  432  by  private  individuals,  193^  by  Rural  District 
vehicles  and  105  by  local  tradesmen.

MEAT  INSPECTION. 

Another  increase  in  the  number  of  animals 
slaughtered  at  Stakesby  Abattoir  is  reported,  22,538  against 
20,713  in  1959.  How  far  this  figure  can  increase  without 
the  premises  bursting  at  the  seams  appears  impossible  to 
forecast.  As  I  have  said  previously  the  slaughtering  policy 
for  the  area  is  slowly  taking  shape,  and  it  can  be  none  too 
soon,  when  the  proposed  new  abattoir  is  built,  when 
working  conditions  for  slaughtermen  and  meat  inspectors 
will  be  improved  and  a  higher  standard  of  hygiene  much 
easier  to  obtain. 

All  animals  slaughtered  were  inspected,  and  the 
number  of  visits  to  the  Abattoir  for  this  purpose  conse¬ 
quently  increased  to  747.  This  number  includes  157 
evenings,  51  Saturday  afternoons,  33  Sundays  and  8  Bank 
Holidays,  the  remainder  during  the  normal  working  hours. 
This  work  involved  257|  hours  overtime. 

30,541  lbs.  of  meat  was  condemned  as  unfit  for  human 
consumption. 

The  tuberculosis  rate  continues  to  fall,  and  a  large 
amount  of  the  meat  condemned  is  “  casualty.” 
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Carcases  and  Offal  Inspected  and  Condemned  in  whole

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OTHER  FOODS. 

Food  Hygiene  has  again  called  u;pon  much  of  the 
Inspectors’  time,  particularly  is  this  so  in  the  short  time 
of  Holiday  Season,  when  it  almost  becomes  a  full  time  duty. 

One  constantly  notes  improvements  in  premises  and 
consciousness  of  Hygiene  is  observed  more  and  more  in  Food 
Handlers.  It  is  my  opinion  very  little  good  can  come  of  the 
most  up-to-date  premises  if  the  workers  themselves  do  not 
carry  out  the  simple  measures  of  Hygiene. 

In  1957  I  suggested  that  simple  Hygiene,  such  as  that 
needed  in  Food  Premises,  be  it  Cafe,  Kitchen  or  Food  Shop, 
should  be  included  in  the  curriculum  of  Senior  Schools, 
particularly  in  Holiday  Towns,  where  a  great  proportion  of 
workers  are  engaged  in  food  handling.  I  repeat  this 
suggestion  and  hope  that  it  may  bear  fruit. 

A  new  phase  in  food  inspection  has  arisen  during  the 
year,  that  is,  fish  inspection.  Up  to  the  present  time  all  fish 
landed  at  the  port  has  been  inshore  fish  and  not  more  than 
one  or  two  days  old.  Catches  of  upwards  of  12  days  old 
have  been  landing  during  this  year,  and  it  is  understood 
they  are  to  continue,  if  this  is  so  then  a  further  duty  of 
daily  fish  inspection  will  be  thrust  on  the  Department.
